4.—A storm 
started in the far southwest Saturday 
and moved rapidly in a northeasterly di­ 
rection, g aining energ y as it proceeded, 
and at points developed into tornado 
fury . Many live« are reported lost in 
Louisiana and Arkansas, th<* scene of 
the wind's g reatest violence being Moor- 
ing sport, La., where it is reported every 
house was unroofed that was not en­ 
tirely demolished, and at least 12 per­ 
sons killed. Relief trains from Hous­ 
ton, Tex .; Shreveport, La., and Tex ar­ 
kana, Ark., were sent out, the ill-fatod 
city being about equi-distant from those 
points. 
The storm became a blizzard in Ne­ 
braska and Kansas. 
In the latter state 
drifts of snow six feet hig h are reported 
and railroad traffic in many sections is 
blockaded. 
Missouri is floodstricken.

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The Whig convention of 1889 was 
held in a new Lutheran church in Har­ 
risburg, and it is a safe assumption that 
never before or since has a house of God 
been made tho soene of so much and so 
adroit political maneuvering as went 
on there for the purpose of preventing 
the nomination ci Henry Clay for the 
presidency . The chief manipulator was 
Thurlow’ Weed, who appeared there as 
the friend of Governor Seward, and tho 
future member of the powerful firm of 
Seward, Weed & Greeley . 
This Arm 
was indeed tho outcome of the emra 
ing campaign. Greeley was at the oon 
vention, little dreaming that the cam* 
paign which was to follow would give 
him the opportunity for developing the 
qualities which were to make him the 
first editor of his time and lead to the 
foundation of a great newspaper to be 
forever linked indissolubly with his 
name. 
Weed went into convention with 
the determination of defeating Clay . He 
say s in his 
autobiography that he 
had had the New York delegation in­ 
structed for Scott to keep it from Clay , 
his real candidate being Harrison. 
He entered into an agreement with 
friends of Webster, on tho way to Har­ 
risburg from New York city , to act to- 
geter for Clay ’s defeat. Webster was in 
Europe at the time and had sent word 
to his friends declining to be a candi­ 
date, primarily because of Weed’s re­ 
fusal to support him. After detailing 
these facts Mr. Weed goes on to say that, 
on reaching Harrisburg, “ we found a 
decided plurality in favor of Mr. Clay ,” 
but that, “ in the opinion of the dele­ 
gates from Pennsy lvania and New York, 
Mr. Clay oould not carry either of those 
states, and without them he couJ d not 
be elected. ” 
Weed admits a bargain in favor of 
Harrison with the friends both of Web­ 
ster and of Scott, and say s the “ final 
vote was intentionally delay ed by the 
friends of the stronger candidate (Har­ 
rison) for 24 hours” in order to placate 
the angry friends of Clay , * ’whose dis­ 
appointment and vexation found excited 
expression. ” 
Greeley makes frank admission in 
bis “ Recollectionsof a Busy Life” as to 
the plot by say ing that the parties to 
it, chiefly Weed, “ judged that he (Clay ) 
could not 1» chosen, if nominated, 
while another could be, and acted ac­ 
cordingly , ” adding, “ If politics do not 
meditate the achievement of beneficent 
ends through the choice and use of the 
safest and most effective means, I whol 
iy misapprehend them.” 
This somewhat J esuitical view did 
not » trike Clay and his friends as an 


which an admitted majority of the con­ 
vention had been prevented from ex* 
pressing its will. 
J ohn Ty ler of Vif* 
giniu, one of Clay ’s most ardent friends 
in the convention, was so overcome with 
j 
grief at Harrison’s nomination that ho 
died tears, and after several unavailing 
efforts to get some one else to take the 
nomination for rioe president Ty ler 
was named for it, his tears having con­ 
vinced the convention that the placing 
of so devoted a friend of Clay on the 
ticket would go far to heal the wounds 
that the methods of the convention had 
caused. 
Clay ’s rage at the outcome was un­ 
bounded. He had been assuming in thl 
senate a lofty indifference to the presi­ 
dency , his famous say ing, "I would 
rather be right than be president, ” hav­ 
ing been made public only a short time 
before the convention met. 
There wai 
nobody in the senate at that time of suf­ 
ficiently nimble wit to think of the bit 
ing retort which Speaker Reed manj 
y ears J ater made to a congressman who 
for the thousandth time was strutting 
about in Clay ’s cast off garments t 
“ Don’t give y ourself the slightest un­ 
easiness. You’ll never be either. ” But 
Clay had given himself great uneasi 
ness, for he was most desirous of the 
nomination. 
He had been a candidate 
eight y ears earlier, when he had no 
chance of election, and he believed firm­ 
ly now that if nominated he could be 
elected. 
When the news from Harrisburg 
reached him in Washington, he lost all 
control of himself. ‘ * He had been drink­ 
ing heavily in the excitement of expec­ 
tation, ” say s Henry A- Wise, who wai 
with him. 
“ He rose from his chair, 
and, walking backward and forward 
rapidly , lifting his feet like a horso 
stringhalted in both legs, stamped his 
boots upon the floor, exclaiming: ‘My 
friends are not worth the powder and 
shot it would take to kill them. 
It is a 
diabolical intrigue, I know now, which 
has betray ed me. I am the most unfor­ 
tunate man in the history of patties— 
alway s ipin by my friends when sure to 
be defeated, and now betray ed for a 
nomination when I or any one would be 
sure of an election. ’ ’’-—“ Humor and

A relic of prehistoric barbarism, of 
times when women were regarded as 
aoulless beings but one remove superior 
to the brute creation, is that Salic law 
which debars the fair sex from all rights 
of succession to most of the thrones of 
Europe. No one knows with any degree 
of oertainty the origin of this law, al­ 
though many theories and arguments 
have been advanced regarding it, y et 
there is no law that has been the eanse 
of so much bloodshed and desolation 
throughout the last 800 y ears. 
Nearly all the historic wars that have 
taken place in Europe since the day s of 
the first crusade may he attributed to 
the existence of this law, and even in 
the present century sanguinary struggles 
have taken place on its aocount. Great 
Britain and Russia are the only two 
countries where it has never secured any 
foothold. 
Spain, Portugal and Holland have 
within the last 100 y ears erased the 
law from their statute books, and have 
benefited by the change, whilff aince the 
reign of Maria Theresa and the seven 
y ears’ war it exists only in a modified 
form in Austria, and, perhaps, not at 
all in the kingdom of Hungary . 
But it is still in force iu Denmark, in 
Sweden, in Prussia and nil tho other 
federal states of the German empire, as 
well as in Belgium, Italy , Roumania, 
Servia, Bulgaria and Greece, the na­ 
tional constitution of which, being of a 
more mushroom character and drawn 
up by enlightened statesmen of the pres« 
ent century , might reasonably be ex­ 
pected to bo more up to date and free 
from such narrow mediaeval prejudices 
and doctrines. 
It is precisely in the three countries 
which are now ruled by women—Eng­ 
land, Holland and Spain — that the 
greatest degree of peace and prosperity 
prevails, the three roy al widows dis­ 
play ing far more common sense, en­ 
lightened statesmanship and political 
sagacity than any of their brother mon- 
arcbs. 
Under the circumstances it must be a 
matter of regret that the Salic law 
should debar a number of beautiful, 
chaimiug and clever princesses from 
succeeding to thrones. 
Thus there is 
the pretty Princess Pauline of Württem­ 
berg, the only child of the present king 
and a y oung girl whom it is no exag­ 
geration to describe as the national idol. 
Yet, notwithstanding the fact that all 
the affection of the people is centered in 
her, she Is compelled by j|be Salic law 
to stand aside and to permit her father’s 
crown to descend to a distant cousin, 
born and bred not in Württemberg, but 
in Austria, and who, in addition to be­ 
ing regarded as a foreigner, in*» the su­ 
preme disadvantage, in the ey es of the 
Lutherans and Protestants, constitut­ 
ing the vast majority of the nation, of 
being a Catholic. 
Although King Oscar of Norway is 
one of the most enlightened and accom­ 
plished of man, endowed with a char­ 
acter that can only be described as un­ 
blemished, he has not proved a success­ 
ful ruler. 
The fact is that the king, In spite of 
*11 his tnl*>nt,s ami hisperfoctkms. moral 
and otherwise, is entirely wanting in 
that personal magnetism, and, if I may 
be permitted to coin the expression, that 
public tact which distinguished 
his 
homely , genial and by no means so in­ 
tellectual brother, King Charles XV. 
The latter had only one daughter, 
Princess Louisa, who inherited his qual­ 
ities, and who, in spite of hef plainness, 
was just as mnch the idol ot both the 
Norwegians and Swedes a«i Princess 
Pauline of Württemberg is at Stuttgart 
Over six feet high, and far from being 
endowed with intellect above the aver­ 
age, she possesses the best temper in the 
world and an inexhaustible fund of 
merriment and good humor, ami a heart 
as big as her laugh, which has been 
compared to that of a horse. 
Had she been permitted to succeed 
her father as queen regent of Sweden 
and Norway it is doubtful whether the 
present conflict in the sister kingdom 
would ever have arrived at the acute 
stage, and certainly the loy alty to the 
throne on both sides of the border would 
not have reached its present low ebb. 
But, being debarred from her father’s 
throne by the Salic law, she married the 
crown prince of Denmark, carry ing out 
of the country of her birth alV the vast 
wealth which she had inherited, partly 
from her father, and partly , too, from 
her Dutch grauduuole, which is esti­ 
mated at £ 5,000,000. 
It is to the Salio law that The king­ 
dom of Hanover is indebted foe the loss 
of its independence and for its absorp­ 
tion by Prussia, with all the disad­ 
vantages which that entails, economic, 
political and social. 
Had Queen Vic­ 
toria not been - barred by this statute 
from succeeding to the throne of Han­ 
over at the time when she ascended that 
of Great Britain there is no doubt that 
Hanover would have been enjoy ing at 
the present moment the same commer 
cial prosperity and manifold advantages 
which have fallen to the lot of the Eng­ 
lish since the beginning of the V ictorian 
era. 
But instead 
the 
Salio law made 
necessary the separation of the crown 
of Hanover from that of England, and 
it passed in 1887, not to Victoria, but 
to the Duke of Cumberland. 
His very 
first act on succeeding to the throne was 
to repeal the grant of all the popular 
liberties conceded by his y ounger broth­ 
er, the Duke of Cambridge, who had 
been acting as viceroy , and until 1886 
Hanover, although free from the obliga­ 
tion of compulsory military service and 
unhampered by any Prussian restric­ 
tions upon trade, remained a hotbed of 
feudalism and one of the most retrognde 
states in Europe.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

Shreveport, La., Jan. 4.—A storm 
started in the far southwest Saturday 
and moved rapidly in a northeasterly di­ 
rection, gaining energy as it proceeded, 
and at points developed into tornado 
fury. 
Many lives are reported lost in 
Louisiana aud Arkansas, the scene of 
the wind’s great est violence being Moor­ 
ingsport, La., where it is reported every 
house was unroofed that was not en­ 
tirely demolished, and at least 12 per­ 
sons killed. Relief trains from Hous­ 
ton, Tex.j Shreveport, La., and Texar­ 
kana, Ark., were sent out, the ill-fated 
, city being about equi-distant from those 
points. 
The storm became a blizzard in Ne­ 
braska aud Kansas.

CLAY DISAPPOINTED. ANCIENT SALIC LAW. 


H.8 DEFEAT FOR THE_ PRESIDENTIAL " PREVENTS WOMEN FROM BE.NG 
NOMINATION IN 1839. 
I 
QUEENS IN SOME COUNTRIES. 


Th* Par* Taken by Thnrlow W eed and 
H orace G reeley—A P lot Adaoltted—How 
the Senator R eceived the N ew t of the 
Convention’* Action. 


Ko O ther U w Ha* Canard So Much Blood- 
•had—Through This Code the K ingdom 
of Banover Loot It* Independence and 
Wa* Absorbed by Prnmia. 


The Whig convention of 1889 was 
held in a new Lutheran church in H ar­ 
risburg, and it is a safe assumption that 
never before or since has a house of God 
been made tho soene of so much and so 
adroit political maneuvering as went 
on there for the purpose of preventing 
tho nomination cf Henry Clay tar the 
presidency. The chief manipulator was 
Thurlow Weed, who appeared there as 
the friend of Governor Seward, and the 
future member of the powerful firm of 
Seward, Weed & Greeley. 
This firm 
was indeed the outcome of the ensu 
ing campaign. Greeley was at the con 
vention, little dreaming that the cam­ 
paign which was to follow would give 
him tho opportunity for developing the 
qualities which were to make him tho 
first editor of his time and lead to tho 
foundation of a great newspaper to be 
forever linked indissolubly with his 
name. 
Weed went into convention w ith 
the determination of defeating Clay. He 
says in his 
autobiography that he 
had had the New York delegation in­ 
structed for Scott to keep it from Clay, 
his real candidate being Harrison. 
He entered into an agreement w ith 
friends of Webster, on tho way to Har­ 
risburg from New York city, to act to­ 
go ter for Clay’s defeat. Webster was in 
Europe at the time and had sent word 
to his friends declining to be a candi­ 
date, prim arily because of Weed’s re­ 
fusal to support him. 
After detailing 
these facts Mr. Weed goes on to say that, 
on reaching Harrisburg, “ we found a 
decided plurality in favor of Mr. C lay," 
but that, “ in the opinion of the dele­ 
gates from Pennsylvania and New York, 
Mr. Clayoould not carry either of those 
state*, and without th em he could not 
be elected. ” 
Weed admits a bargain in favor of 
Harrison w ith the friends both of Web­ 
ster and of Scott, and says the “ final 
vote was intentionally delayed by the 
friends of the stronger candidate (H ar­ 
rison) for 24 hours” in order to placate 
the angry friends of Clay, * ’whose dis­ 
appointment and vexation found excited 
expression. ” 
Greeley makes frank admission in 
his “ Recollectionsof a Busy Life” as to 
the plot by saying that the parties to 
It, chiefly Weed, “ judged that he (Clay) 
could not be chosen, if nominated, 
while another could be, and acted ac­ 
cordingly, ” adding, “ lf politics do not 
meditate the achievement of beneficent 
ends through the choice and use of the 
safest mad most effective means, I whol 
i j misapprehend them.*’ 
This somewhat Jesuitical view did 
not strike Clay and his friends as an 
adequate justification of the methods by 
wftich an admitted m ajority of the con­ 
vention had been prevented from ex- 
pressing its wdlL 
John Tyler of ViJ* 
ginio, one of Clay’s most ardent friends 
in the convention, was so overcome w ith j 
grief at Harrison’s nomination that ho 
died tears, and after several unavailing 
efforts to get some one else to take the 
nomination for floe president Tyler 
was named for it, his tears having con­ 
vinced the convention that the placing 
of so devoted a friend of Clay on the 
ticket would go far to heal the wound* 
that tho methods of the convention had 
caused. 
Clay’s rage at the outcome was un 
bounded. He had been assuming in th* 
senate a lofty indifference to the presi­ 
dency, his famous saying, “ I would 
rather be right than be president, ” hav­ 
ing been made publio rally a short time 
before tho convention met. 
There wa* 
nobody in the senate at that tim e of suf­ 
ficiently nimble w it to think of the b it 
ing retort which Speaker Reed man} 
year* later made to a congressman who 
for tho thousandth time was strutting 
about in Clay’s cast off garments! 
“ Don’t give yourself the slightest un­ 
easiness. You’ll never be either. ” Bul 
Clay had given himself great nueasi 
ness, for he was most desirous of the 
nomination. 
He bad been a candidate 
eight years earlier, when he had no 
chance of election, and he believed firm­ 
ly now that if nominated he could bt 
elected. 
t 
When the news from Harrisburg 
reached him in Washington, he lost all 
control of himself. * * He had been drink* 
ing heavily in the excitement of expec­ 
tation, ” says Henry A. Wise, who wa* 
w ith him. 
“ He rose from his chair, 
and, walking backward and forward 
rapidly, lifting his feet like a horse 
stringhalted in both legs, stamped his 
boots upon the floor, exclaiming: ‘My 
friends are not worth the powder aud , 
shot it would take to kill them. 
It is s 
diabolical intrigue, I know now, which 
has betrayed m a I am the most unfor­ 
tunate man in the history of parties— j 
always lpm by my friends when sure Ic 
be defeated, and now betrayed for a 
nomination when I or any one would be 
sure of an election. ’ “— “ Humor nnd 
Pathos of Presidential Conventions, ’ * by

A relic of prehistoric barbarism, of 
times when women were regarded as 
soulless beings but one remove superior 
to the brute creation, is that Salic law 
which debars the fair sex from all rights 
of succession to most of the thrones of 
Europe. No one knows w ith any degree 
of certainty the origin of this law, al­ 
though many theories and arguments 
have been advanced regarding it, yet 
there is no law that has been the cause 
of so much bloodshed and desolation 
throughout the last 800 years. 
Nearly all the historic wars that have 
taken place in Europe siuce the days of 
the first crusade may be attributed to 
the existence of this law, and even in 
the present century sanguinary struggles 
have taken place on its account. 
Great 
Britain and Russia are the only two 
countries where it has never secured any 
foothold. 
Spain, Portugal and Holland have 
w ithin the last IOO years erased the 
law from their statute books, and have 
benefited by the change, whilBdince the 
reign of Maria Theresa and tho seven 
years’ war it exists only in a modified 
form in Austria, and, perhaps, not at 
all in the kingdom of Hungary. 
But it is still in force iu Denmark, in 
Sweden, in Prussia and all the other 
federal states of the German empire, as 
well as in Belgium, Italy, Roumania, 
Servia, Bulgaria and Greece, the na­ 
tional constitution of which, being of a 
more mushroom character and drawn 
up by enlightened statesmen of the pres­ 
ent century, m ight reasonably be ex­ 
pected to bo more up to date and free 
from such narrow mediaeval prejudices 
and doctrines. 
It is precisely in the three countries 
which arc now ruled by women—Eng­ 
land, Holland and Spain — that the 
greatest degree of peace and prosperity 
prevails, the three royal widows dis­ 
playing far more common sense, en­ 
lightened statesmanship and political 
sagacity than any of their brother mon­ 
archs. 
Under the circumstances it must be a 
m atter of regret that the Salic law 
should debar a number of beautiful, 
charming and clever princesses from 
succeeding to thrones. 
Thus there is 
the |»etty Princess Pauline of Wurttem- 
berg, the only child of the present king 
and a young girl whom it is no exag­ 
geration to describe as the national idol. 
Yet, notwithstanding the fact that all 
the affection of the people is centered in 
her, she Is compelled by j|)io Salic law 
inuit h<

to stand aside and to permi t her father’s 
crown to descend to a distant cousin, 
born and bred not in Wurttemberg, but 
in Austria, and who, in addition to be­ 
ing regarded as a foreigner, has the su­ 
preme disadvantage, in the eyes of the 
Lutherans and Protestants, constitut­ 
ing the vast m ajority of the nation, of 
being a Catholic. 
Although King Oscar of Norway is 
one of the most enlightened aud accom­ 
plished of man, endowed w ith a char­ 
acter that can only be described as un­ 
blemished, he has not proved a success­ 
ful ruler. 
The fact is that the king, in spite of 
all his talents and his perfect ions, moral 
and otherwise, is entirely wanting in 
that pezsonal magnetism, and, if I may 
be permitted to coin the expression, that 
public tact which distinguished 
his 
homely, genial and by no means so in­ 
tellectual brother, King Charles XV, 
The latter had only one daughter, 
Princess Louisa, who inherited his qual­ 
ities, and who, in spite of hot plainness, 
was just os much the idol ct both the 
Norwegians and Swedes ai Princess 
Pauline of Wurttemberg is at Stuttgart. 
0»er six feet high, and far from being 
endowed w ith intellect abov* tile aver­ 
age, she possesses the best temper in the 
world and an inexhaustible fund of 
merriment and good humor, aod a heart 
as big as her laugh, which has been 
compared to that of a horse. 
Had she been permitted to succeed 
her father aa queen regent of Sweden 
and Norway it is doubtful whether tho 
present conflict in the sister kingdom 
would ever have arrived at the acute 
stage, and certainly the loyalty to the 
throne on both sides of the border would 
not have reached its present low ebb. 
But, being debarred from her father’s 
throne by the Salic law, abe married the 
crown prinoe of Denmark, carrying out 
of the country of her birth alV the vast 
wealth which she had inherited, partly 
from her father, and partly, Ux>, from 
her Dutch granduncle, which is esti­ 
mated at £5,000,000. 
It is to the Salle law that the king­ 
dom of Hanover is indebted for the loss 
of its independence and for iii absorp­ 
tion by Prussia, w ith all the disad­ 
vantages which that entails, economic, 
political and social. Had Queen Vic­ 
toria not been * barred by this statute 
from succeeding to the throne of Han­ 
over at the time when she ascended that 
of Great B ritain there is no doubt that 
Hanover would have been enjoying at 
the present moment the same oomsaer- 
cial prosperity and manifold advantages 
which have fallen to the lot of the Eng­ 
lish since the beginning of the Victorian 
era 
But instead 
the 
Salle law made 
necessary the separation of the crown 
cf Hanover from that of England, and 
it passed in 1887, not to Victoria, but 
to the Duke of Cumberland. 
His very 
first act oil succeeding to the throne was 
to repeal the grant of all the popular 
liberties conceded by his younger broth­ 
er, tho Duke of Cambridge, who had 
bm n acting as viceroy, and until 1886 
Hanover, although free from the obliga­ 
tion of compulsory m ilitary service and 
unhampered by any Prussian restric­ 
tions upon trade, remained a hotbed of 
feudalism and one of the most retrograde 
states to Europe.—Cincinnati Enquirer.
